WHEAT IS PROTECTED 


Low Temperature and High 
Winds Laying Siege To 
Oklahoma Today. 


OKLAHOMA 
C1TV, 
Feb. 2 8—A 
bitter wind out of the north, drift­ 
ing snow that was nearly a foot deep 
on the level in the northern por­ 
tion of the state and temperatures 
constantly ranging downward form­ 
ed the basis for Oklahoma's weathei 
program today. From tile north jiart 
of the stat**, bearing to the south 
hills and prairie were swept by a 
blizzard that was reported to be 
the worst in years. 
From all corners of the state re­ 
ports 
reached 
Oklahoma City 
of 
snowfall, heaviest in the north half, 
and of low temperatures and drifting 
winds. Out on the prairie section the 
snow was drifting badly and with 
continued downfall was expected lo 
close country highways and serious­ 
ly 
interfere with 
inlerburan aud 
railroad traffic. 
The one bright ray that shown 
through the storm clouds was the 
benqfit wheat was expected to re­ 
ceive as a result of the snowfall. At 
the weather bureau here, it was said 
the snow would protect the growing 
wheat from low temperatures fore­ 
cast for tonight and whijn it melted, 
would supply moisture 
so 
badly 
needed. It was added that from all 
indications and rejtorts, the storm 
was general over the state, includ 
ing the western half, which has 
borne the brunt of the drought. 
Ice Covers State. 
The storm struck Oklahoma City 
late yesterday, throwing a sheet ol 
ice over everything, and has con­ 
tinued to hold the city in its grip. 
The mist that prevailed at times late 
yesterday and in the early evening 
was frozen into ice and has form­ 
ed a treacherous undercoat to the 
snow that fell later. This morning 
the storm continued with the north 
winds drifting the snow into every 
nook and cranny, biting «ars and! 
noses of those who dar<yl to go! 
forth, and intensified the tempera- j 
ture of 16 that prevailed here earl} J 
today. 
It was dangerous going over the 
ice coated pavement and sidewalk I 
last night and today many auto mo-1 
bile accidents were in evidence.

MAMMOTH TURTLE 
MOVES 18 MILES IN 
3 YEARS TRAVEL 


NORMAN, Okla., Feb. 28.— 
(Special)— Modern science has 
proved that at least one of Ae­ 
sop’s allegorical fables is true 
in its literal sense. 
The parable about the hare 
and the tortoise, 
which 
has 
been handed down through the 
ages since 550 B. C., with its 
moral that says the tortoise isn’t 
speedy, but “he gets there just 
the same,” is truer than most 
people think, according to M. M. 
Wickham, instructor in zoology 
at the University of Oklahoma. 
Naturalists are generally of 
the opinion that rabbits live 
and die within a mile or so of 
the place where they were| born, 
but not so with a turtle. 
Six miles a year for three 
years is the record of a large 
50-pound turtle which was tag­ 
ged and turned loose in 1918 
by Wickham, according to a re­ 
port hq read before the recent 
meeting of the Oklahoma Aca­ 
demy of Science 
The turtle, bearing a copper 
plate, was liberated near Arm­ 
strong, Okla., in July, 1918. 
September l l , 1918, 
it 
was 
found by a steward at one of 
the convict road-worker’s camps 
in a mud hole 300 yards from 
where it had first been liberat­ 
ed. It was turned loose again 
and nothing more was heard 
of it until last July, when it 
was recaptured at Nail’s cross­ 
ing west of Kenefick, which is 
eighteen miles upstream 
from 
the point where it started its 
migration. Its weight and meas­ 
urements were the same as in 
1918. 
This specimen, which is of 
the specie Macrochelys Lacer- 
tina, is estimated by Wickham 
to be over IOO years old.

25-STORY AUTO 
HOTEL IS NOVEL 
CHICAGO SCHEME 


(By the Associated Tress) 
CHICAGO, 
Fcib. 
28.—A twenty 
five story garage in the heart of the 
loop will assist in 
solving 
Chi­ 
cago s parking problem, according 
to plans completed 
by 
architects, 
on which, 
it is 
announced, work 
will start within sixty days. Similar 
motor hotels are planned for New 
York and Cleveland. 
The 
building, with a 
72 foot 
frontage 
on 
Lake street 
and a 
depth of 140 feet, will house 1,100 
automobiles on its 25 floors, the 
architects say. It will be 200 fe<>t 
high, the limit allowed by city or­ 
dinance. The cost is estimated at 
$1,200,000. 
The feature of the motor hotel 
will be the automatic handling of 
the cars. From the time the own­ 
er delivers his machine at the door 
in the morning until it is returned 
to him at night no hand will touch 
it, unless it needs repairs or sup­ 
plies. 
Seven automatic elevators, each 
with a capacity of six automobiles, 
and all operated by one girl sitting 
at a desk in the lobby, will dis­ 
tribute the cars to the proper floors. 
Tilting 
floors, 
operated 
by 
com­ 
pressed air, will automatically un­ 
load the elevators and shunt the 
machines into the allotted booths, 
which will be mounted on wheels, to 
slide oui of the way. in the evening 
the process will be reversed. 
With automatic handling none of 
the owners’ gasoline 
will 
be con­ 
sumed and there will be no gaso­ 
line fumes in the building, and no 
danger of fire, the designers oi 
the structure say.

or nor the least common pultiple ii 
elementary schools adopt reforms 
which were advocated this afternoon 
at thei meeting here of the National 
Council of Education. Miss Kather­ 
ine D. Blake, principal of School 
No. 6 in New York and chairman 
of the committee on chances need­ 
ed in the elementary school courses 
in giving the amended report on 
arithmetic, declared that all “math­ 
ematical puzzles 
and 
conunrums 
should be eliminated.” 
“Home work,” which many of the j 
younger 
generation 
would 
gladly 
do without, must also walk the 
plank if Miss Blake’s recommenda­ 
tions, at least so far as the first 
four grades are concerned, are put 
into effect. Work should be done 
in class where the teacher can set 
that the proper methods and hab­ 
its are developed, Miss Blake main­ 
tained. 
In presenting her case against the 
greatest common divisor, Miss Blake 
declared that arithmetic in the first 
six years “should be confined tc 
those processes” used in “the every­ 
day life of the agreat mass of our 
population outside of technical oi 
special vocations. The substantial 
mastery of a certain number of oft­ 
en used abilities is better than half 
knowledge of twice that number,” 
the report contended. 
Miss Blake suggested simplifica­ 
tion of the teaching of decimals and 
percentage, and concluded; 
“The result of thes^ changes will 
not be the saving of an appreciable 
amount of time, but will give a 
practical knowledge that will be of 
untold value in later life.’’

Back in 1912, when Mr. Taft was 
President, aud when the gross ex­ 
penditures of the government were 
about one-quarter of what they are 
now, lie became exercised and con­ 
cerned about the higgledy-piggledy; un­ 
scientific, disorderly, grab-bag methods 
by which your money was expended 
for public purposes. 
Ile said then 
what is equally true now, that the 
activities of the national government 
“are almost as varied as those of the 
entire business world. The operations 
of the government affect the interest 
of every person living within the 
Jurisdiction of the United States. Its 
organization embraces stations and 
centers of work located in every city 
and in many local subdivisions of the 
country. 
“This vast organisation has never 
been studied in detail as one piece 
of administrative mechanism. Never 
have the foundations been laid for a 
thorough consideration of the relations 
of all Its parts. No comprehensive ef­ 
fort has been made to list its multi­ 
farious activities or to group them 
In such a way as to present a clear 
picture of what the government is 
doing. Never has a complete descrip­ 
tion been given of the agencies through 
which these activities are performed. 
“At no time has the attempt been 
made to study all of these activities 
and agencies with a view to the as­ 
signment of each activity to the 
agency best fitted for its performance, 
to the avoidance of duplication of 
plant and work, to the integration of 
all administrative agencies of the 
government, 
so 
far 
as 
may 
be 
practicable, into a unified organization 
for the most effective and economical 
dispatch of public business.** 
This extraordinary and indefensible 
situation, which exists today as fully 
and completely as it did when Mr. 
Taft portrayed it seven years ago, 
came about quite naturally and simply 
through our tolerance and slackness. 
For years and years the government 
lived and grew and extended its ac­ 
tivities on Santa Claus money. Its in­ 
come came as easily as money in 
a letter. 
For years a lid years the 
national Income was greater than the 
expenses. 
Every year there was a 
surplus. 
The government was precisely In the 
position of the Rockefellers and the 
Carnegies and the Rothschilds. 
Its 
problem was not how to get money 
enough to live on. hut how to spend 
its Income. 
It naturally got In the 
way of throwing some of it to the 
birds. It lived like a remittance man. 
You may remember that back In the 
lime of the first Cleveland administra­ 
tion one of the problems of public 
discussion was: “What shall be done 
with the surplus?” Then there was a 
change of administration and Corporal 
Tanner was made commissioner of 
pensions. 
The whole country was 
amused and had a hearty laugh when 
he announced his policy: “God help 
the surplus!** Them was Hie Alcyon 
days! 
Mr. Gilbert, the present undersecre­ 
tary of tile treasury, hi an address 
caid: 
“The estimates for the year 1920 
show that over a billion dollars of ex­ 
penditures were authorized by tile last 
session of congress in addition to the 
amount shown in the usqal compiled 
statements of appropriations. In fact, 
the practice has re?.*ohed such propor­ 
tions as to be almost a national 
scandal, and It was vigorously de­ 
nounced in the President’s last annual 
message. 
“It has become the first principle 
of strategy on the part of people in­ 
terested In appropriations for various 
special purposes to frame the matter 
so as to authorize the use of the 
public funds Indirectly, or in indefinite 
terms, or by authorization for ex­ 
penditure of unexpended balances, per­ 
haps appropriated originally for other 
purposes, or by authorizations 
to 
divert government receipts before they 
ever reach the treasury. Efforts are 
made to find general words which do 
not speak In terms of appropriations 
and cannot be readily calculated. 
“The last session of the present 
congress, for example, authorized ad­ 
ditional expenditures out of balances 
of prior appropriations and from re­ 
ceipts to the amount of over $500,000,- 
000, including over $400,000,000 for the 
shipping board. 
The pressent ses­ 
sion of congress by similar procedure 
takes credit for refusing appropria­ 
tions for the shipping board, but, at 
the same time, purposes to authorize 
the expenditure of receipts in amounts 
that may reach as high as $200,000,- 
000. 
By the indefinite appropriation 
for the railroad guaranty about $650.- 
000.000 was in effect appropriated 
without appearing in any of the state­

protective “court” dress was worn, 
were almost blue with cold before 
the two hours’ ceremony ended.
